A Young Man at Work in an 
Orchard Is Shot in Cold Blood by Un- 
known Parties. 

Coup Warer, Kas., July 11.—[Special.]— 
A brutal murder bas just been committed fif- 
teen miles south of this place. John D. Nel 
son, a wealthy land-owner, and a man of about 
50, has frequently forbidden persons from 
gathering wild plums from the thickets upon 
his premises, Yesterday morning be ordered 
off several young men, all of whom, with the 
exception of J. D. Raymer, ason of a neighbor, 
retired without trouble.

He .immediutely 
left the country, going, it is supposed, to the 
Territory, and, although efforts have been 
made at capture, he so far has evaded arrest. 
Raymer, it is believed, was implicated in the 
crime, and also others. Three or four persons 
were near when the shot was fired. Two Willis 
brothers reported that they saw him cross the 
stream after firing the shot. Footprints of 
two persons who must have crossed at the 
same time and place were clearly discernible. 
The two brothers being arrested and giving

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A QUESTION OF HISTORY. 


DAVID DAVIS' RELATION TO THE 
ELECTORAL COMMISSION. 


The Charge that He Agreed to Go on It 
and Award the Presidency to Mr. Tilden 
After the Pending [Illinois Senatorial 
Election False—He Never Intimated How 
He Would Have Voted—What Judge 
Davis Said in Discussing the Subject. 

New York, July 11.—|Special.]—The Brook- 
lyn Eagle of today says: 

A story is put on its rounds about the late 
David Davis which may require some atten- 
tion. It bas been reserved until after his 
death, so that be can neither confirm nor con- 
fute it. You do not need to be warned against 
stories which are sprung en public attention 
concerning @ man right after or long after the 
grave bas received bis mortal form. The rea- 
sons which prescribe a large incredulity touch- 
ing such stories are obvious. They are great- 
est when the allegation is of such a kind as 
could bave been established or disproved by 
recourse to the man affected in his lifetime. 
When such recourse is avoided and when the 
deciaration is launched at just the moment 
the subject of itis no more, one may be al- 
most certain that the deciaraton is untrué. 
This view is especially enforced when the 
deciaration is of a damaging not to say a de- 
famatory character concerning the dend. 

The story about the late David Davie is in 
effect this: 


An anonymous writer in the Sun newspaper 
deciares.that Justices Strong, Republican, and 
Cliffora and Fieid, Democrats, three of the four 
Supreme Court members of the 1877 Electoral 
Commission, were agreed in a purpose to 
choose Judge Davis as the fifth judicial mem- 
ber; that it was known Judge Davis would 
vote to award the Presidency to Mr. Tilden: 
and that the sudden election of Mr. Davis as 
United States Senator by the [llinois Legisla- 
ture led to a conference between bim. and 
Henry B. Payne, then a Democratic Congress- 
man from the Cleveland district, to this effect: 
Mr. Payne asked Judge Davis if his elec- 
tion as Senator, January, 1877, to take 
his seat March 4, would prevent his 
acceptance of a position on the Elector- 
al Commission, which was to sit during Febru- 
ary, 1877—telling him in substance that if it 
would the Democrate would defeat the Biect- 
oral Commission bilf then pending in the 
House, which the Democrats controlled. Jus- 
tice Davis, the story continues, substantially 
assured Mr. Payne that his choice as Senator 


would not prevent him from taking a position 


on the Electoral Commission, and as good as 
added. that be would take that position and 
award the Presidency to Mr. Tilden. There- 
upon, the narrative proceeds to say, the Dem- 


ocrats of the House passed the bill; the com- 


mission was constituted; Justice Davis vio- 
lated bis promise to Mr. Payne; Justice Brad- 
ley was chosen as the odd man; the eight to 
seven award of the Presidency to Hayes re- 
sulted. 

{ wish to examine this story in detail: 

‘It is a fact that Strong, Clifford, and Field 
were expected to choose Mr. David Davis as 
the fifth man and that he was expected to vote 
the award of the Presidency to Mr. Tilden. 
The first part of this fact was confirmed by 
Justice Strong, who deciared in the session of 
the four.Judges to choose a fifth that Mr: Davis 
had declined to serve or to be chosen by his 
colleagues as a member. The expectation that 
be would vote for Tilden if put on the commis- 
sion arose entirely from the confidence of the 
Tilden men in their case and in Mr. Davis’ 
character. It rested on nothing which Judge 
Davis ever gave forth orally or in writmg. It 
was an inference creditable to his reputation 
for learning and truth and drawn from that 
reputation. 

It is also afact that Mr. Davis did not go on 
the commission, and that he cook the ground 
that his choice as Serator by both parties was 
the consideration which restrained him from 
going on it. 

This brings the inquiry down to the matter 
of the alleged conterence b&tween Representa- 
tive Payne and Judge and Senator-elect Davis. 
Did it occur? If it occurred was it of the nat- 
ure so precisely stated? 

Justice Davis is dead. This story of bis weak- 
ness or perfidy was never heard of while he 
lived. The conference is alleged to have oc- 
curred January 26, 1877. He died June 26, 
1886. The allegation slumbered or was not 
concocted in all the nine years and five months 
to a day of his lifetime after the conversation 
between bim and Mr. Payne is declared to bave 
been held. According to the Sun, the state- 
ment comes from a responsible and well-in- 
formed source, and its. truth can be vouched 
for. 

Though Mr. Davis is dead, Henry B. Payne 
ig alive. He knows whether he had any such 
conference and agreement with David Davis 
or not. He realizes by this time the signifi- 
cance of such a conference to those whom 
it concerned, if any was held. He may 
realize the gravity of admitting its truth 
and the embarrassment of denying or modify- 
ing the narrative—with an effect of anger ing 
or antagonizing the New York Sun. If there 
is any newspaper enterprise or news perspect- 
ive among Washington correspondents Mr. 
Payne will have to consent or refuse to par- 
ticipate in this attack on his own character 
and on the memory and character of a dead 
man. 

Do you appreciate what this narrative 
amounts to? It amounts to a conspiracy to 
pack in advance a tribunal) invested with most 
solemn duties in an unparalleled emergency of 
the United States. The conspiracy is charged 


on a dead man, who is posthumously accused 


of defaulting, or backing out, at the last mo- 
ment, and on a living man, whose subsequent 
acceptance of a position on the tribunal and 
whose subsequent action on it are thus made to 
wear tho aspect of conformity to a conspiracy 
instead of a response to a sense of duty. 
More than this is charged. The entire Dem- 
ocrati¢ membership of the House of 1876-177 is 
represented to have based its acuon in passing 
the Electoral Commission bill on the condition 
that the consent of one man could be secured 
to goon the tribunal to be formed under the 
bill, and to vote on that tribunal in a prede- 
termined way. A writer who, for the sake of 
reviving a controversy, can thus describe his 


whole party's relation to it is ngorally unscrupu- . 


lous or gravely unaware of the meaning of 
words. It is to be believed that Mr. Henry B. 
Payne will recognize the magnitude of the 
work cut out for him in case be should feel 
able to sustain the narrative which includes 
him as a chief factor in an important event. 
It will be no answer to rejoin that the Demo- 
crats believed their claim was just and that a 
purpose existed to defraud them against which 
they must guard. They did believe that. 
But when you desire to guard your rights 
you do not proceed to the oourt or 
to get a member of it to perjure him- 
self. You-employ as counsel expert case mak- 
ers, get your evidence in shape, and consider 
the courts as trustworthy. The matters taken 
for zranted—which must be taken for granted 
—are that juries will a true Verdict give ac- 
cording to the evidence, and that Judges will 
be learned and just. All the processes which 
go to the making of a Judge and all the oir- 
cumstances which surround the action ota 
Judge are a reasonable insurance of his ability 
and fairness.

He only added: When I was elected Sena- 
tor by the action of members of both parties, 
it became improper for me to regard myseif as 
eligible to a position in which my action would 
bave necessarily been in favor of one and 
against the otaer.” 

That is the view Justice Davis took. It dis- 
poses ofthe aliegations that he had told any 
one bow be would vote, for be had not deter- 
mined the matter for himself. I do not think 
his reason for declining to go on the commis- 
sion is open to criticism. A man has a right 
to define his own attitude toward a proposed 
preferment. Any one can see that had Justice 
Davis bad gone on the commission and voted 
for Tilden, the Republicans would have ac- 


cused him of treachery. Had he voted for. 


Hayes, the Democrats would have charged a 
pargain and sale on bim. He absolutely sub- 
tracted himself from the controversy. Barely 
two weeks have elapsed since his honest life 
ended, and now he is accused of cowardice or 
falsehood by those who waited until be is dead 
to start a story that be went into a conspiracy 
to pack a tribunal and prejudice a cause—and 
backed out on a pinch. 

It should, perhaps, be said that this state- 
ment ef Justice Davis was twice printed by me 
in bis lifetime and was widely copied. There 
has been no waiting until he died to develop 
the fact that be had not prejudged a case on 
which he was expected to sit. The allegations 
in effect that he had done that wicked thing 
were deferred until bis lofty spirit bad gone 
beyond the earth, when his denial of the deed 
was impossible. 

Let me now add that while Mr. Davis re- 
served an expression as to whether be would 
go on the commission or not up to the time of 
his election as Senator his knowledge of bis 
election and bis deciaration that he would pot 
go on the commission were simultaneous. He 
instantly followed the reception of the infor- 
mation with announcement that be would 
not go on the commission. He made that 
announcement befare the-giouse of Repre- 


sentatives passed the measure at all 
over twenty-four , hours before it 
passed the measure. Mr. Davis was 


elected Senator - about midday of Jan. 25, 
1877, being Thursday. The news at once came 
to Washington, and he at once said he would 
aecept the office, and in the circumstances 
would not on any account go on the Electorai 
Commission. The Senate passed the bill that 
Thursday at about the time Mr. Davis’ elec- 
tion at Springfield occurred. The bill went to 
the House, and the resolution to take the vote 
on it at 3 o'clock Friday, the 26th of January, 
1877, was adopted. As I said before, Mr. Da- 
vis’ refusal to goon the commission was then 
known to the newspaper men; it was known 
to the Supreme Court Judges; it should have 
been known to the Democratic managers, and 
doubtiess was. The House passed the bil! that 
Friday with that fact knuwn. President Grant 
signed the bill the next Mondar. He was to 
have signed it Saturday, but it was not en- 
grossed in time for him to doso, unless he put 
off a visit to Baltimore. He did not put it off. 
Monday after the bill was signed Justices Ciif- 
ford and Field, Democrats, and Justices Miller 
and Strong, Republicans, met in consultation, 
to select the fifth Judge. They then officialiy 
knew and recognized what they had unofiicial- 
ly known before, that Justice Davis would not 
serve and Chief Justice Waite would not serve. 
The Kepublican Judges left the selection of 
Swayne, Hunt, or Bradley tothe Democrats, 
whereupon Justices Clifford and Field tem- 
selves selected Justice Braaley. 

The result of that is history. You do not 
find many Democrats recurring to the fact that 
their representatives chose Bradley, but such 
is the case. He may deserve all the drubbing 
he has received, but chegDemocrats chose him, 
and every time they strike him they ought also 
to kick themselves. 

But I am concerned only with the relation of 
Mr. Davis to the matter. He declined before 
the bili was passed. To divest himself of the 
whole matter, he left Washington while the 
Dill Was under the consideration of the Presi- 
dent and he remained away until after the 
commission was organized. 

David Davis was an honest, brave, and patri- 
otic man. Notte had the temerity to offend 
public opinion and contradict the knowledge 
ot his countrymen by attributing baseness to 
bim while he was alive. The effort to defiie his 
grave appears to be limited to those who 
blame him for not having made himself or per- 
mitted himself to be made a factor in a con- 


tested Presidential election. Considering who 


his assailants are, one cannot regard their fall 
urs to become potential in the Government of 
this country a misfortune to the United States, 
bowever great their own chagrin may be. 

Mr. Tilden was elected. Mr. Hayes was de- 
feated. Mr. Tilden was kept out. Mr. Hayes 
was put in. The result was reached by a meas- 
ure which had the supreme merit of averting 
civil war. The wrong inflicted and the wrong 
effected were great, but far greater was the 
gain in peace and safety secured by the passage 
of the measure and by acquiescence even in 
the unfair award. For that acquiescence 
the Democracy and their leader were 
entitled to and on account of it they received 
a moral credit and an historical distinction 
outweigbing tenfold the material advantage 
of the other side. 

It cannot be said that the Democratic con- 
duct was as wise or as upright as the case of 
the party was meritorious. The failure of Mr. 
Tilden to take the strongest and best men of 
the party into his confidence was a monumental 
error. His omission to let the rather motley 
lot whom he used as his implements clearly 
kuow his preferences and his plans was a 
transcendant biunder. All the finessing with 
or around the Returning Boards raised doubt 
into an issue determinable by what proved to 
be a gamble. The cipher telegrams, by wuom- 
ever sent or received, or to whomever known 
or not known, were mainly infamous. The 
Democratic experiment on Oregon was mon- 
strous and 4 failure, just as the Republican 
experiment on Loulkiana and Florida 
was monstrous and successful. Much Dem- 
ocratic action, after the polls closed in No- 
vember, 1876, was a reflection and biight on 
the grand case the votes that day cast had 
made. Had the course after election matched 
the claim made by election, no Republican 
audacity or plot could bave perverted the re- 
sult, as was done. Beyond question, the knowl- 
edge of the fact deterred the Democratic can- 
didate from trying the issue over again in 1880, 
just as the failure of the party to do so was at 
that time effectively used against it. By 1884 
events, which it is not irreverent to call Provi- 
dential, had developed a candidate related to 
none of the complications of the past, which 
bad lost a vietory after it had been gained. He 
was elected, and he is giving an Administra- 
tion so sim pie, direct, and independent that the 


Democracy has taken a new and long lease of 
: power. 

Witt none of the wrongs which effected the 
inauguration of Hayes, and with none of the 
blunders, self-defeating cratt, and forked pol- 
icy which lost the election of Tilden, was David 
Davis chargeable. He was the only very cons:d- 
erable public man who escaped either horn of 
that dilema and remained lord paramount of 
himself. Maiice may fabricate or ignorance 
formulate accusations against him, to the pur- 
port that he bore some relation to the equal Re- 
publican fraud and Democratic folly of 1876- 
77. He bore none, and though he is dead, aye, 
because be is dead, there are those who ad- 
mired and loved him who, k 
that he was as chaste as ice and ds pure as 
snow, are yet algo resolved that his name shail 
avoid Hamiet’s prophecy and escape calumny.

MUBBED BY WOMEN. 


A Village All Agog Over a Curious Case of 
Censorship—One Hundred Women Seek to 
Reform the Conduct of an Acquaintance. 
KAWKAWLIN, Mich., July 11.—([Speciai. |— 

Early last week Charies Wixom left town for 

a short trip. His wife isa vivacious brunet, 

with not a little beauty. Through some erratic 

actions of Mrs. Wixom that ocourred shortly 

‘after her husbana departed a number of her 

female acquaintances became possessed of the 

idea that her conduct needed the guid- 
ance afforded by the example of such 


worthy persons as themselves. This 
idea grew as the gossips turned 
it over at chureh picnics and sewing circles 
till Mrs. Wixom’s name was not mentioned 
without expressions of indignation. Yester- 
day evening the feeling culminated. At dusk 
women beganr to congregate on the village 
square as if in obedience to a generally under- 
stood call. When over 100 had collected— 
most of them wel own and respected wom- 
en—they silently marched towards Mrs. Wix- 
om's house. Théy investigated the premises 
carefully, and at last surrounding the 
house called on Mrs. Wixom to appear. 
She at first refused, but after a 
few window panes had been smashed 
in she partly dressed, ana trembling violently 
with fear came out. She was rudely seized, 
her dress sadiy deranged in the struggle, taken 
a short distance from the house, and told why 
she had been visited. She protested her inno- 
cence, but her words were drowned in angry 
retorts. A shower of antiquated eggs fol- 
lowed, and wascontinued until Mrs. Wixom 
Was a pitiable sight. Other indignities were 
offered before she was allowed to return to ber 
home. Then the crowd of women dispersed, 
righteously conscious of having done their 
duty. 

The end, however, was not yet. The follow- 
ing morning Mrs. Wixom, though suffering 
from the nervous shock, went before a Justice 
and swore out warrants against six women 
she bad recognized the night before, charging 
them with assault and battery. The case was 
called for the afternoon, and scores of per- 
sons were eager attendants on the trial. No 
testimony was allowed to be given as to Mrs. 
Wixom’s conduct during her husband's ab- 
sence, and the six women, not having the face 
to deny their guilt, left the court-room after 
paving fines amounting in each case to $4.70. 
It is reported that other arrests will follow. 
Mrs. Wixom’s condition is serious. 


A YOUTHFUL DESPERADO. 


A Boy of 14 Batally Shot by a Young Rough 
Because He Insisted on Going to Church 
Instead of Spending Sunday on the Lake 
—The Third Attempt at Murder. 

A probably fatal shooting, prompted so far 
as can be learned by youthful deviltry, oc- 
curred yesterday morning on Thirty-first street 
near Wallace, the victim being Willie Knoch, 


14 years old, who lives with his parents 
at No. 83020 Lowe avenue. He was shot 
by Jobn Reynolds, a boy a “few 


years his senior, who bears a bad reputation. 
During the morning Mrs. Knoch dressed 
Willie and his younger brother and sent them 
to church. On Thirty-first street, near Wal- 
lace, the boys met Reynolds, Jim Campbell, 
and Jack Kane, who were cleaning a revolver. 
The boys exchanged a few words. Reynolds 
and bis party proposed that they all go to the 
lake, but the Knoch boys deciined and started 
on towards huren. 

They nad gone but a little distance when 
Reynolds came up behind them, and, without 
a word, placed the revolver—a small 22 calibre 
—close to the elder Kuoch boy’s neck and 
fired. The ball entered the centre of the back 
of the neck, just below the base of the 
skull, inflicting a wound which will prove 
fatal. The assailant is locked up. 
Notwithstanding his youth, he bears a bard 
reputation among the police. He did not live 
with his father, a poor old man, who tried to 
make a living by peddiing, but recently lost an 
arm, and today will be taken to the County 
Hospital to die. 

The shooting of yesterday was the third at- 
tack made by Reynolds and his gang upon 
Willie Knoch. Twiee before they attacked 
him with knives, but on each of the former oc- 
casions the lad was protected by his younger 
brother, who armed himseif witha club and 
beat off the assailants. 


A JAIL SUICIDE, 


Thomas Jones, Arrested for a Murder Com- 
mitted a Year Ago, Confesses and Hangs 
Himeelf in His Cell. 

Ann ARBOR, Mich., July 11.—[Special.]—A 
curious case of suicide occurred in the county 
jail here last night. A man giving his name 9s 
Thomas Jones was arrested July 8 charged 
with being Thomas J. Walker, wanted at So- 
corro, New Mexico, for the murder of a Swede 
New Year’s Eve, 1885. He was identified as 
the man wanted by B. J O’Neil of Socorro, 
who is in the city. After telegraphic corre- 
spondence with the Sheriff of Socorro County 
it was deci to hold the man till the 
arrival of the New Mexican officers. Last 
night, however, Walker hung himself in bis 
cell and was found stiff ana cold this mornmg 
py Turnkey Schott. He had evidently one 

‘about it in avery determined manner, as his 

hands and feet were very tightly tied together. 
The rope he had cut out of the canvas cot 
which hung in his cell, and after adjusting a 
noose about bis neck with the knot under bis 
left ear he swung himself into eternity. A 
few days ago he confessed to a fellow-prisoner, 
who now tells the story, that he was guilty of 
the murder with which be was charged, but 
that he had killed the Swede in a saloon row 
and in self-defense.

| THE BOYNE WATER. 


COMMEMORATING, THE VICTORY OF 
WILLIAM OF ORANGE. 


The Members of the Orange Lodges of 
Chieago Attend Divine Service—They 
Turn Out in Fall Regalia—Principles of 
the Order and Qualifications of Member- 
ship—A Picnic to Be Held Today—Home- 
Rule , the Cause of These Un* 
usual Public Dem tions 
Today is the 12th of July¥ the anniversary 
of the battle of the Boyne, observed by Orange- 
men the world over. The Orangemen of Chi- 
cago began the celebration yesterday with a 
public procession in full regalia and special 
services in the railroad chapel on State street, 
near Fourteenth, and will finish today with a 
picnic to Desplaines Grove and another and 
more elaborate procession, with brass bands 
and orange banners, and probably some fife- 
and-drum accompaniments. An Orange pro- 


~~ 


cession without two fifes and a big drum to 


every lodge is an anomaly to North of Ireland 
people, and as about five-sixths of 
the local Orangemen are of that nativity, 
the other fraction being mostly Canadians, 
a vigorous effort will be made to procure for 
today the noisy instruments necessary to 
make the celebration compiete and successful. 
An Orange procession like that of yesterday 
has not been often seen in Chicago. The first 


time the order turned out in regalia in this 
city was on fon of the Garfield me- 
morial procession. At most of the July anni- 
versaries nee that time the Orange emblems 
have been aired in a half-bearted and rather 
shamefaced sort of way, the order being weak 
in numbers and lacking proper organization. 
Recently, however, the anti-ho le agita- 
tion in the north of Ireland and alleged arm- 
ing and drilling of the Orangemen there have 
raised a spirit of emulation among the Orange- 
men of this city, and strong efforts have been 
made to spread and strengthen the organiza- 
don and put it on a firm financial footing. 
There are now six Orange ſodes in tlie city 
with, it is claimed, an enrolled membership of 
about 800, and with an active working mem ber- 
ship of nearly half that number. 

About 100 representatives from these lodges 
met yesterday morning at the rooms of L. 9. 
L. No. 24, in Odd-Fellowe Hall, No. 2974 State 
street. Here they donned their regalia and, 
forming in procession, marched north on State 
street to the Railroad Chapel. The emblems 
and decorations of the processionists were 
unique and varied, and attracted much atten- 
tion. All ot the men wore long scarfs hung 
over the right shoulder and fastened on the 
left side with a huge roset, the searf flowing to 
the knee and terminating in heavy gold fringe. 
Most of the scarfs were of varied shades of 
orange, with a narrow purple border,a few 
were purple with an orange border, and two 
or three were black with crimson bars. The 
shoulder rosets were from plain orange toa 
combiaation of orange, purple, black, and 
green, these oolors denoting the number 
and order of the degrees. Some of 
the me wore two scarfs, one on 
each shoulder, and several wore huge button-. 
hole bouquets of orange lilies. Decorations 
illustrating “King William crossing the 
Boyne,” the picture being printed on white 
satin, were worn on the breast, fastened to 
the scarfs. The purple and black scarfs 
were covered with ornaments, such as gilded 
acorns, white doves with green olive branches, 
etc.—said to be emblems peculiar to the vari- 
ous degrees. The Stars and Stripes floated at 
the head of the procession, but “ih respect 
for the Sabbath, as one of the Orangemen ex- 
plained, none of the fags of the order were 
carried. 

The sermon was preached by the Rev. Charles 
M. Morton. After welcoming the Orangemen 
Mr. Morton read and commented on the deciar- 
ations and prescribed qualifications of the 
order as set forth in the official Grand Lodge 
Constitution, as follows: 

We believe in the right of private jndgment, 
and in the untrammeled freedom of opinion; that

the ise of spiritual or religious authority, 
should be punished as a crime against the State; 
that it is the duty of the citizen to defend the 
constituted authorities and institutions of the 
country against corrupt dnd inimical influences 
as well as against armed assailants, to the end 
that our glorious a of freedom may be 
transmitted unimpaired to posterity. : 

Our brotherhood is as broad as humanity, and 
extends to most countries of the globe in some 
form. The Pilgrim Fathers“ first planted our 
principles on these shores. The Constitution of 
the United States may be rega as an epit- 
ome of what we hold and teach. We have no 
secret principles nor hidden aims, The members 
of the order are known in all countries as 
Orangemen, in honor of the noble William of 
Orange. who did so much for the cause of uni- 
versal liberty. We, in the United States, where 
every one loyal to our Government and institu- 
tions is necessarily an Orangeman at heart 
though he may not wear the regalia, adopt the 
honored name because of its universality.

As a fraternity we aim to — 
tice the er of our profession, to relieve 
those who are in distress, to help the widow and 
the fatherless, and to encourage virtue, industry, 
frugality, and patriotism.

In 
judging the external life of Christians the 
worid should remember that they are subject 
to the same temptations and breathe the same 
heavy atmosphere that the world does.

| NOLAN THE PUGILIST. 

He Does Up the Black Diamond end Stops 
Prof. Brooks—Finally He Polishes Of 
Jack Burke, the Irish Lad—His Record 


as u Politician, Though Yet a Mere Boy 
— What He Proposes to Do in the Squared 
Ol 1 * » 


Cincinnati Enquirer: For two or three days 
communications have been pouring into the 
Enquirer office from sporting papers and sport- 
ing men over the country, asking questions 
about Peter J. Nolan, the man who bruised up 
barke, the “Irish Lad,“ at Chester Park July 
5. They want to know something about the 
age, antecedents, birth, and rearmg of the man 
who was able to do up so easily one of the most 
scienced fighters of two continents. 

Peter J. Nolan was born in Cincianati about 
twenty-three and a half years ago. His par- 
ents were respectable people ol Irish descent. 
Feom childhood up he took a great interest in 
boxing and all fistic encounters. Though al- 
ways a great, good-natured boyish fellow, as 
at present, he delighted in a rou gb-and- 
tumble scrap with the kids in the alley 
and with the boys at school. He led in athletic 
exercises, and would not allow any boy at 
school to outrun, outjump, or outfight him. 
Pete's first employment was at the great boot 
and shoe manufacturing establishment of 
Krippendorf & Hart, where he started in to 
learn a trade. His associations, however, made 
him a politician, and long before be was of age 
he was about the polls arguing and electioneer- 
ing for his favorit candidate. When 17 or 18 
years of age he went as a delegate to conven- 
tions, and, though never of the rough or **bul- 
ly’ Sort, he always stood well with the boys. 
Whea he reached the age of 21 years he 
was appointed to the respectable position 
of Engineer and Elevator Surveyor of the 
City Water Works Department under the 
Board of Public Works at $1,200 per year. 
He had made many friends in politica, and 
after serving with satisfacuon in his office for 
about two years be resigned to take charge of 
the saloon at Ninth Vine streets he bad 
bought, He did a rushing business and pros- 
pered. 

Meantime bis occasional bouts with the boys 
with soft gloves bad given them no mean 
opinion of bis abilities in the rime. Coase- 
quently, when Harry Woodson, the Black Dia- 
mond, was spreading himself around here 
three or four years ago, before he went to 
fight Prof. Hadley for the beavy-weight col- 
ored championsbip of the world, Nolan chal- 
lenged him, and told him be would box him 
for either the colored or the white champiun- 
ship. Piguters were scarce then, and Pete was 
willing to take anything be could find. He 
easily beated the colored man, and looked 
around for new worlds to conquer. 

In the summer of 1883 Nolan was but 20 
years old, and was a hale, lusty, stroag young 
feilow, and Prof. Brooks, weighing over 200 
pounds, was sweeping through the country at. 
that time as champion of the Pacific coast, and 
offering large iaducements to any man who 
might stand before him to be killed It was 
July 12, 1883, that Nolan, the beardless youth, 
faced the professor in this city at the Grand 
Opera- House. 

Brooks bad guaranteed to stop any one in 
four rounds, but at the end of the second 
round with Nolan be was so badly licked that 
the police stopped the fight, and the crowd, 
surprised at Nolan, fairly went wild. 

After this he did not bave much to say 
about sporting matters. He kept quiet and at- 
tended to the duties of bis office. His friends 
considered him too good-natured and boyish 
ever to make a figbter. There wasn't a thing 
vicious or ugly in his disposition. After he 
resigned his position and went into the saleon 
business his place became the resort of politi- 
cians, pugiliste, wrestiers, and sports of vari- 
ous kinds. The talk went around that he was 
a good man, and some one suggested he 
should try his band on Jack Burke. 

It was agreed to, and June 12 the two men 
met at Chester Park and foughtadraw. The 
match was not satisfactory to either man, and 
both were anxious for another battle. Ac- 
cordingly they were matched to fight July 5. 

That it was an honest fight not one of the 
3.000 spectators doubts. Tuat Nolan licked 
Burke, and licked him good, none doubt. The 
Irish Lad now bas a badly bruised tace, 
two black eyes, and a swelled probosis. Nolan | 
shows not @ mark. 

“AH lever learned about it, said Nolan, 
‘“* was to take a good thumping. I used to box 
with fellows older and stronger, and let them 
knock the sense out of me without getting 
mad. lIlearned to accept punishment fret, 
and I have never taken lessons from any scien- 
tific boxer. What I know about the manly art 
I have learned myself. When I would get a 
good thumping I would study up bow it was 
done, and how to provide against it in the fut- 
ure. When the big one was here knocking 
people out I made up my mind I could stand 
against him, but did not have the cheek to 
announce wyself. 

„No, I believe if there is a man living who 
can best the Boston slugger, I can. I have 
more chances to best him than most men. I 
am big and lam strong. I will say, further, I 
am willing to meet any man in the country, 
money up. with gloves. I will not lay myself 
liable to the penitentiary by fighting with bare 
knuckles. On scientific points I will box any 
man living, points to count. I consider that [ 
hit Burke oftener than he bit me, ds little baby 
touches do not count. When I landed on him 
I made it pay and left my mark. He did not. 

As soon as the theatrical season opens 1 
intend to take out on the road the Cincinnati 
Athietic Combination. I will have along with 
me a couple of good boxers and local men to 
stand bet me. I will also have in my com- 
pany several good wrestiers—Faulkner and 
Cannon, if I can get them, among others, and 
wen who stand high iu other branches of ath- 
letic exercises. Meanwhile I do not wact to.be 
considered as a professional pugilist, but as a 
Cincinnati boy who is conceited enough to 
think he cau fight a little bit.“

GOSSIP ABOUT VARIOUS PEOPLE OF 
PROMINENCE AND PLEASURE. 


Fiery Tom Ochiltree Discourses of a Din- 
ner Party in England—John Bright 
Then Declared Himself in Favor of Home 
Rale for the South as Opposed to Recon- 
struction—His Attitude Toward Ireland 
— Editor Childs and Philadelphia Jour- 
nalists—Salmon Fishing. 

New York, July 11.—[{Special.]—Col. Thom- 
as Porterhouse Ochiltree, the famous Texas 
statesman, diplomat, story-teller, and man of 
the world, is staying at the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel, where he sits with his fat legs crossed and 
a Texas paper glued to bis nose so that his 
nearsighted eyes might scan its pages. The 
Colonel was lamenting the tameness of Satur- 
day’s races at Long Branch, and he said among 
Other things: It grows tiresome when the 
winnings are all one way. No one likes to 
wateh races that are dead certainties. The 
Dwyers win everything. They have raked 
m over $100,000 in stakes. Their 
winnings will be over $500,000, although they 
bad to put up big money all the time because 
their horses were the favorits. I don’t know 
as a fellow should growl because the Dwyers 
win everything. Bead, they are entitled to 
their winnings. They have the pluck and they 
are on the turf for business. The only thing 
that stood against them was tbe Lorillard sta- 
bles. When wealthy men like Scott failed to 
come to time at the sales why shouldn't they 
get ali the stock, and so get everything at the 
races? I predicted months ago that they would 
lick the platter clean.“ 

The Colonel caught his breath and then 
started on a new theme suggested by bis anx- 
iety to hear irom the telegraph suit, between 
the receiver of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ and 
the Western Union. The Colonel tbinks tat 
this is a patient and long-suffering people to 
permit the Western to be the big monopoly of 
the age and is somewhat severe on Mr. Gould, 
for whom he expresses nevertheless the great- 
est admiration. Talking about the cable war, 
be said: The Commercial Cable people will 
win that fight. I bave beard the consuvlidated 
cable people threaten Mackay with every 
possible disaster if he would not return to the 
60 cents a word rate. Mackay can make 
money at 40 cents. The consolidated 
cables have guaranteed 5 per cent on 
$65,000,000. They can’t pay it at 40 cents 
a word. Everybody knows what their reduc- 
tion to 12 cents means. It means an at- 
tempt to break down a legitimate business. 
There is no need for Mackay to reduce his rate 
to meet their cut. He bas all the business his 
line can carry at 25 cents, which pays 
expenses. His customers bave stood by him. 
wo you know how he brought that about? He 
made an agreement with them chat it they 
stood by bim he would not in any event go 
above 40 cent on a restora- 
tion of rates. If de should return 
to 40 cents he agrees to give them 
a rebate of 12 cents on all business tfansacted 
at that rate until their business at 25 cents 
shall have been equalized to the present con- 
solidated rate. That is, he has met the cut, 
but not cut his purse in two. His patrons are 
making this ight with the consoiidated com- 
panies. The Commercial Cable is paying ex- 
penses and Mackay has gone off to California 
serenely confident of the outcome. He hasu't 
the slightest intention of sellm out. He has 
been offered a price that would net bim 3 
bandsome profit on his investment, but refused 
it. 

It was, however, after the Colonel's eye had 
discovered by chance a newspaper headline. 
* Bright Against Gladstone,“ that he woke up 
to his most. interesting talk. He said: * Do 
you know that Lright’s course in opposing 
Gladstone is amazing to me, I Ss ata dinner 
in London in 1883, where 1 sat next to Mr. 
Bright. Huxley and be were the only En- 
gliishmen at the dinner whose remarks im- 
pressed me. Tom Reed of Maine and Geu. 
Joe Hawley of Connecticut were guests, Gen. 
Hawley dropped the remark tnat there were 
two Union and one Confederate soldier at 
the table, but that they were all on 
the same footing now. Bright 
mediately paid me considerable attention. 
You know be was the one great man 
in England who was the firm and devoted 
friend of the Union during the War, while 
Gladstone was the friend of the South and be- 
lieved and asserted that Jefferson Vavis haa 
created a nation with a big N. Mr. Bright did 
the Union great service then. I believe his 
opposition has done more to undo Giadstone 
than that of any other man in England. Salis- 
bury could not have done it. Well, Bright 
asked me about the condition of the South, and 
I gave him frankly my opinion, The people in 
the South, I told him, had accepted the result of 
the appeal to arms in good faith. They were 
not sulky over their defeat. They had raised 
the sword, had held it while their strength re- 
mained, and iowered it to a stronger foe. They 
bad submitted their cause to the arbitrament 
of arms and had lost. But they had a eriev- 
ance in the reconstruction measures that fol- 
lowed the War. No people, Anglo-Saxon or 
Celt, I told bim. would rest easy or be satisfied 
tu bave armed men in times of peace quartered 
on their lands, stalking on their streéts, camp- 
ing in their court-yards, and interfering in 
their Legisiatures. It had always seemed to 
me that the Irish people, with the military and 
the constabulary quartered on them, tramping 
their roads, standing guard on every corner, 
would never rest till they were rid of such an 
oppression. 

Mr. Bright declared that he was pleased to 
hear me talk. Gen. Hawley and others joined 
in as we settled back to smoke: Mr. Bright 
told me that be had written a letter to his dear 
friend Charies Sumner just after the Senator 
delivered his speech opposing the erection of 
memorial tablets to commemorate the events 
of the Civil War, in which he had congratu- 


| lated the Massachusetts statesman upon the 


stand taken. Mr. Bright told me also that in 
his letter be had urged upon Mr. Sumner hs 
pelief that the reconstruction policy then en- 
tered upon bere was a mistaken one and 
that the true welfare of the United 
States was in the extension of home 
rule to the Southern States at 
once. I remember what Mr. Bright said to me 
as if it was yesterday. He told bow giad ne 
was that eventually the Southern States bad 
secured the home rule that he nad advocated 
in his letter to Sumner. He spoke at this time, 
too, of his admiration and love for Giadstone, 
and told how in twenty-five years they had 
never separated in any political action or be- 
lief except on the question of sympathy in 
our Civil War. 

Fou can see Why I have been surprised that 
Bright opposed Gladstone now, when this same 
bome-rule question is up. I wonder if his let- 
ter to Sumner cannot be found.“

CINNABAR, Mont., July 11.—jSpecial.|—It is 

secretly whispered that trouble is brewing over 

the possession of property in the Yellowstone 

Park, though all information regarding the 

matter is hushed up by those who are in the 

best position to know. Early last spring Ell 
wood E. Thorne of New York, u promineat 
politician, purchased the property of the old 

Yellowstone Park Improvement Company. 

Shortly afterwards a new corporation called 

the Yellowstone Park Association was formed 

with Charles Gibson as President. The associ 
auon was formed by Mr. Gibson and 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, the 
latter being represented by H. C. Davis, 

Assistant General Passenger Agent. The new 

association purchased the hotels at the lower 

and upper geyser basins, which were retittea 
and refurnished and opened June 15. Mr. 

Thorne came out from New York tbree weeks 

ago to look after his property and found that 

the new association bad full control. Mr. 

Thorne and President Harris of the Northern 

Pacific, who are old friends, were together a 

few days ago and the rumor was current that 

Mr. Harris backed Thorne in the matter, while 

General Manager Oakes, Traific Manager Han- 

naford, and Passenger Agent Fee of the same 

road stood by Gibson and Davis. Mr. Thorne 
can’t get bold of his property and the 
case may be carried to the courts 
for adjustment, At present nothing 
more ean be learned, and what is rumored 
here gives a very indefinit idea of what the 
real state of the case is. Superintendent Wear 
of the park telegraphed the Sécretary of the 

Interior at Washington to sustain che Northern 

Pacific in the matter, and Mr. Wear received a 

reply instructing him to hold himself free rom 

the case. The controversy is creating consider- 
able interest here.

ADVERSE TO THE CONVICTS, 


A Kentucky Judge Decides that They Can 
Be Worked in the Mines as Well as With- 
in Prison Walls. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 11.—[Special.]—Four 
weeks ago Col. Sterling B. Toney filed a pe- 
tition in the Jefferson Circuit Court for a writ 
of habeas corpus, seeking to secure 
the release of Edward and Lee Hale, 
two of the convicts sent to 
Greenwood Coal Mines. Thepetition argued 
that inasmuch as the convicts were not kept 


Inside the walls of the penitentiary, as the law 


directs, they were iilegally confined and ought. 
to be released. The petition has attracted a 
good deal of attention, inasmuch as the case if 
decidedin favor ot the petitioner wauld be 
a final disposition of the vexed convict 
question which bas kept the State in a turmoil 
for two years. Tomorrow Judge William L. 
Jackson of the Circuit Court will dle a lengthy 
opinion in the case refusing to grant the de- 
sired writ, The principal and deciding para- 
graph of the opinion is as follows: 

A penitentiary is a prison for the punishment 
of convicts. It is not a particular building with 
a particular inclosure with cells, A penitentiary 
may be an open space guarded. It may be a 
cave, a mine, or a farm. It is a * — designated 
as u prison for the punishment of convicts. There 
is a penitentiary at Frankfort. There will soon 
be another at Eddyville. When the latter is fin- 
ished can any convict at Frankfort who is sought 
to be removed to Eddyville claim his freedom? 
Such places need not be called penitentiaries. 
They are so in law. All places for the punish- 
ment of convicts are penitentiaries.

CARDINAL GUIBERT, 


He Was One of the Firmest Supports of the 
Church and an Advocate of the Ultra- 
montanists.

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In the death of Cardinal Guibert of Paris the 
Church, as well as the Ultramontanists, loses a 
supporter whose place it will be difficult to fill. 
He was an ardent advocate for the restoration of 
the late Comte de Chambord to the throne of 
France and was much opposed to the Govern- 
ment of Napoleon III. He was most outspoken 
in his likes and dislikes and was a pronounced 
adherent to the infallibility dogma, and de- 
nounced in unmeasured terms all those who 
dared oppose his views upon this question.

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 
AN INTERESTING OPINION DEFINING 
| THE HIGH SEAS. 


Great Lakes — Wonderful Increase in 
Trafic Through the Sault Canal—Gov-- 
ernment Steamboat Inspectors Have No 
Jurisdiction Over Inland Rivers—An- 
other Fine Steamer Launched at Cleve- 


For the same reason that Capt. Gorman 
could not be prosecuted in the United States 
Courts for a crime committed on Lake Michi- 
gan, the penalty of which if committed on the 
bigh seas is death, the three men charged with 
piracy for stealing the yacht Mamie were dis- 
charged by the United States Commissioner at 
Milwaukee last week. They were subsequently 
arrested and will be prosecuted under the laws 
of the State ot Wisconsin on a charge of lar- 
in summing up the piracy case Com- 
missioner Bloodgood stated that the law under 
which the men were arrested was passed in 
1820, and, in defining piracy, it confines the 
crime to water affected by the ebb and flow of 
the sea.

The woodlands of Louisiana are fast passing 
into the bands of Northern men. Four years 
ago a number of shrewd Western capitalists 
sent their agents down there to examine the 
Southern pine, to see what kind of lumber it 
would make and the quality of the woodiands. 
These agents made a thorougt examination at 
a minimum cost and sent back the most favor- 
able reports, urging the firms they represented 
to make purchases. The result has been that 
up to July 1, 1886, 1,150,582 acres, mainly of 
pinelands, had been bought at $1.25 an acre, 
about one-half of all the Government land in 
the State and nearly one-quarter of the area 
covered by the long-leaf pine. This is ali picked 
land, and, though only one-fourth of the area, 
contains halt the merchantable long-leaf pine 
timber in Louisiana.

THE BUSINESS | SITUATION. 
Excitement on the subject of cereal yield 


in the United States constituted ‘*‘ the ruling 
passion“ of last week in business and specu- 
lative circles, both at home and abroad. The 
breaking up of along season of drouth by 
the welcome rains that set in Thursday has 
simply added to the uncertainty in regard to 
the final outcome of our principal crops, and 
intensified the fever of excitement rather 
than allayed it, The grain markets have 
been active at a higher range of prices, and 
calls for margins flew thickly, while provis- 
ions ranged higher in sympathy. 80 far as 
can be ascertained to date the winter whowut 
has turned out better than was expected, 
spring wheat will be one-fifth less than last 
year, there is yet hope for a good crop of 
corn on a 3 per cent increase in acreage, 
the yield of other cereals is a moderate one, 
and that of cotton promises to be considera- 
bly below the average of recent years, 

Railway properties are, less active, partly 
because of the occurrence of the National 
holiday, and have tended to weakness. A 
diminished crop yield may be compensated to 
the farmer by the fact of higher priees on 
the smaller quantity he has to sell, but it in- 
volves less carrying business for the rail- 
roads, which are already fighting among 
themselves so fiercely that it is said on some 
lines shippers are able to dictate their own 
Aud the reads in which Western 
people have taken the greatest interest are 
precisely those that will suffer most from 
the pértial failure of the crop of spring 
wheat. They are also those which have 
been talked of as intending to lead in the 
work of extension into new territory or fill- 
ing out in that already occupied. It is not 
improbable that the poorer prospects for busi- 
ness, and the diminishing chance of being 
able to reéstablish pooling arrangements for 
sustaining rates, will lead to a serious con- 
traction in the plans for building new tracks 
in the West and Northwest during the last 
half of the year, Even this, however, would 
not be an unmixed evil, as it is well known 
that much of the contemplated extension 
would be little better than preémpting to 
prevent. other parties from taking possession. 

Mercantile and inanufacturing business, in 
most of the leading lines, is developing a 
greater amount of activity than had been 
looked for. It has received some stimulus 
from the advance in the prices of produce, 
but more from the discovery that stocks in 
the hands of retailers were worked down to 
a low point while waiting for a further de- 
cline m values.“ Wool continues active 
and strong, both here and in England, and 
cotton fabrics are in brisk demand, anxiety 
to stock up with both being induced by grave 
fears that the cotton crop of this country 
may prove a comparative failure. Groceries 
and other eatables are tending upwards 
under a better demand for city and 
country consumption. Hardware and other 
metals are less active, the movement being 
affetted to some extent by the midsummer 
holiday. Lumber shows considerable im- 
provement, and the market reflects the fact 
that building is pieking up” rapidly. A 
large amount of work in this line will prob- 
ably be done before the cold weather sets in, 
as materials are lower than for several years 
past, because of the discouragement of de- 
mand during two months by the labor strikes. 
Taken altogether the signs of the times in- 
dicate a good trade for the next six months, 
and in several departments the prospect is 
considered to be equal to the best of many 
past years at this season, 

The calls for money with which to move 
the crops, to margin speculative operations 
on Change, to erect new buildings in city 
and country, and for extending manufactur- 
ing operations to meet the greater volume of 
business expected this autumn’ have made 
the local money market active during the 
week, and caused a perceptible hardening in 
tone, though there is no great increase in 
the loaning rates. Money may still be called 
plentiful, but with nothing like the plethora

Counell has more right to suggest amend- 
ments or substitutes than the Mayor has, and 
quite as much right even as Mr. Yerkes. We 
must confess that we have never been gom- 
pletely reconciled to the idea of a second 
chamber of the Council of which the Mayor 
and Yerkes are to be the sole members. If 
the scheme of two chambers is to be adopted 
it would be better on the whole to have the 
members of both elected by the people. 
Strictly speaking, the Mayor has no right 
to propose amendments, But, as he will 
insist on doing so, it is possibly idle to argue 
this point, His amendments, though satis- 
factory to Yerkes—the Mayor himself an- 
nounces that Important fact may not be sat- 
‘isfactory to the elected Aldermen, and they 


of their own. There should be an agreement 
between the members as to those amend- 
ments. Effort should be concentrated on 
two or three, such as one providing for a net 
rental of $25,000; one providing that the 
company shall remove the snow from its 
tracks; or one, such as Ald. Drew suggested 
last Monday night, providing that the street- 
car company shall build in payment for the 
use of the tunnel bridges at Clark, State, and 
Wells streets. It is clear that Ald. Kerr’s

Indeed, it might be well, under all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, to defer considera- 
tion of amendments of. all kinds, whether 
offered by the Mayor or the Aldermen, to a 
future meeting of the Council. Unless Mr. 
Harrison has been playing a confidence game 
on the public of Chicago during the last 
week his amendments will be important 
ones and will seriously change the nature of 
the ordinance. It is not well that such 
amendments, which have been matured only 
in the caucus of the gang.“ should be 
passed without mature consideration on the 
part of the City Legislature. The Mayor re- 
fuses to let the public or the Aldermen, out- 
side of the gang, 
amendments, though he has taken Yerkes 
inte his confidence.

MiILwacKkee, Wis., July II. —{Special.|—A 
large delegation will depart from this city to- 
morrow to represent the workingmen of Mil- 
waukee in the State Labor Convention, to be 
held at La Crosse Tuesday. The greater part 
of the forty-two delegates elected from the 
various wards intend to go, and those who do 
not will send proxies, so that Milwausee is ex- 
pected to wield quite an influence in the con- 
vention. The question just now is whether it 
is to the best interest of the workingmen to 
nominate a full ticket at their convention, or 
to adopt a platform of principles and in 
the election allow their followers to support 
either the Republican or Democratic nominees 
for State offices as their inclination may direct, 
only standing firmly for a straight labor ticket 
for Congressional, legislative, and county 
offices. The agitation of this question has 
been quite general throughout the State, and 
in Milwaukee it has created a spirited contest. 
A meeting of the city delegation was heid 
this afternoon for the purpose of deciding 
upon some course to be pursued in this matter, 
and it was found that the delegation was 
about equally divided, one taction favoring no 
nomination and the other a complete 
clean labor State ticket. It was.finally decid

Republican Prospects in Shelby. 

Marroon, III., July 11,—[Special.|—The Re- 
publicans of Coles County heid their primary 
election yesterday and selected delegates to 
the county convention, which will be beld at 
Charleston tomorrow. The convention will 
nominate county officers and select delegates 
to Legislative, Congressional, and State con- 
ventions. 

The Coles County Republican Convention 
will meet in Mattoon today. Great interest is 
manifested in it by Republicans in all parts of 
the State on account of the probable effect on 
the election of members of the General Assem- 
bly in the Thirty-second District, composed of 
Coles, Douglas, and Cumberland Counties. The 
district gave Garfield a majority of 1382 over 
Hancock in 1880, and Horace 8. Clark, Kepub- 
lican, was elected State Senator. That year 
the Republicans elected two members of the 
Lower House, In 1884, however, the political 
complexion ot the district was reversed. 
It gave Oleveland a small plurality, 
elected Galbreath, the Democrat, Senator, and 
also two Democratic members of the House. 
The margin on which the Democrats crept 
through was so small that the Republicans 


have never given up hope of ewe ope the dis- 


trict this year. One bundrel votes either way 
would settle the contest, Had it not been for 
the 300 Prohibition votes coast two years ago 
the Republicans would have carried che dig- 
trict at that time. If they keep their bands 
off this time the result will not be in doubt. 
The death of Senator Galbreath a few months 
ago necessitates the election of a Senator this 
year to fillthe unexpired term.

HENRY V. LUCAS. 


He Disposes of All His Property in St. Louis 
Exeept the Oalifornia Farm.“ 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: The week just 
closed will be memorable in the real-estate his- 
. tory of the city, not only for the magnitude of 
ite transactions, but for the fact that a vast 
amount of central property has passed from 


it through several generations, into those of 
enterprising citizens who have done much to 
make St. Louisa great metropolis, and who 
will improve their recent purchases on a scale 
} commensurate with its commercial advantages. 
Undoubtedly the most significant transaction 
for the benefit of the city gs a sale made yes- 
terday of Henry V. Lucas’ entire real-estate 
interests in the City and County of St. Louis, 
excepting only a tract of fifty-one acres of land 
in St. Ferdinand Township, known as the Call- 
fornia farm. it was purchased jointly in equal 
proporuons by L. C. Nelson of the bank- 
ing.and brokerage firm of Noel & Nelson, 
and Benjamin F. Hammett, the heaviest 
real-estate operator in the city. The consid- 
eration was $250,000, subject to a loan of $135,- 
000 made by the Connecticut Mutual Life-In- 
surance Company, and other inocumbrances, 
such as interest on the loan, special taxes, and 
judgments against the property, the balance, 
after having been deducted from the purchase 
price, being paid in cash. A deed of convey- 
ance reciting these facts was filed for record 
at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, when Mr. 
Lucas was banded a check for the amount due 
him. The deed gives possession of the proper- 
ty as of July 1, from which time the new own- 
ers will eollect the rents, amounting in the ag- 
gregate to about $18,000 per annum. When 
the loan made by tha insurance company 
spoken of was made the property conveyed 
was valued at $360,000. It comprises a great 
deal of fine property, some of it the best 
there is in the city. A large portion 
of it isa well improved, and rapidly 
enbancing in value. the increase baving been 
more appreciable within the last five years 
than ever before. Especially is this true of a 
econsiderabie portion of it as tar west as 
Twelfth street on Market, Chestnut, and Pine, 
and all along Olive, where the streets have 
been reconstructed with granit pavements. 
There is none of it, in fact, that is poor. 

Henry V. Lucas, the grantor, is widely 
known a8 the son of James H. Lucas, the only 
son of Judge John B. C. Lucas, who was 
among the first settlers west of the Missis- 
sippi, on the site of St. Louis, where be was 
engaged in the fur trade with Jahn Jacob 
Astor of New Yorks, when the State of Mis- 
souri was knownas Spanish territory. Henry 
V. Lucas is well knowa in sporting circles as 
Manager of the Union Base-Bali League. He 
acquired his property by inheritance. His 
grandiather, Judge Lucas, acquired a tract 
of land from the Spanish Government, 
bounded by what has since developed into 
Seventh street, Jefferson avenue, Locust, and 
Market streets. He died, leaving but two 
heirs, James H. Lucas and Mrs. Ann L. Hunt, 
to whom be bequeathed his estate. In those 
days the principal families in Sc. Louis, all of 
whom owned large farms that have since 
made their heirs immensely wealthy, were the 
Lindelis, the Lucases, the O'Fuailons, and the 
Mullanphys. James H. Lucas bad so much 
land left bim. and continued to buy so much 
more, that it made him land poor. He was 
continually borrowing money to pay taxes and 
for the construction of the buildings that now 
return a large percentage upon the invest- 
ment. It is said, nevertbeless, that his riches 
were practically torced upon him through the 
efforts of the Hon. Erastus Wellis. who at that 
time, being a member of the Common Council, 
persisted in paving streets and alleys, and 
sewers laid out and constructed through Mr. 
Lucas’ land, while be himself desired to go on 
undisturbed in raising corn, Some of the old 
residents say it was done to spite Mr. Lucas, 
and others say it was from the purest mo- 
tives to benefit the city; but bowever this 
may have been, the two men developed into 
very bitter political adversaries. Locust street 
was the dividing line between the Lucas and 
the Lindeli estates, between which families 
there was such a feeling that each subdivided 
their lands so that the cross streets would not 
intersect, which fact accounts for so many 
short streets and abrupt corners in that sec- 
tion. The same spirit extended to the other 
large property-owners, and, unfortunately for 
the city, was followed up by all other parties 
who subdivided land until the present charter 
was adopted. While J. H. Lucas earned for 
himselt the reputavon of having been a great 
builder, the same can not be said of his chil- 
dren, who inherited bis properyy. He died 
worth millions, baving divided his property 
among his five children, James R., William, J. 
B. C., Robert J., Joseph D., and Henry V., and 
his two daughters, Mrs. J. B. Johnson and 
Mrs. Hager, wife of the United States Senator 
from California. To each of these heirs James 
H. Lucas bequeathed a fine farm in addition to 
city property.

| HE IRISH CAUSE. 


WHAT ARE THE MEASURES THAT 
SHALL NEXT BE BRESORTED TO? 


John F. Finerty Thinks They Must Be 
Something More than Parliamentary 
Agitation—An English Speaker Has Some- 
thing te Say About Dynamite—The 
Treachery and Cruelty of England Show 
No Signs of Abatement—The Parliament 
Needed to Satisfy Ireland. 

A largely-attended homerule mass-meeting 
was held In the school hall, corner of Eight- 
eenth and Johnson streets, last night under 
the auspices of the Sixth Ward branch of the 

Irish National Land League. President Will- 

lam Curran introduced James R. Doolittle Jr, 

as the first speaker of the evening. Mr. Doo 
little said the defeat of Gladstone was 
an event to be deplored by every 
lover of the liberty of mankind, 
It was an event fraught with sad 
consequences to the entire human race when 
right failed and wrong triumphed. There was 
no reason, bowever, to despair of the ultimate 
success of the principles for which Gladstone 
so valiantly battled. Gladstone, like Moses 
descending from Mount Sinai, brought 
down the graven stones and showed them to 
the English people, but they were broken into 


fragments by the greed of a stupid and tyran- 
nical aristocracy. The truths grayen on the 


“ston should yet de writtea on im- 
perishable tables and remain the un 
changeable law forever. Gladstone had 


planted the shamrock in the hearte of the 
democracy of England and created a bond of 
union between the two nations such as never 
before existed. ä 

John Holloway, an Englishman, said the 
Home-Rulers need not be frightened at the 
threats of Chamberlain and Salisbury. If those 
two men bad stood as close to the haymarket 


bomb as the speaker did, Ireland would 
not have to wait long for home 
rule. The Gladstone Ministry was im- 


periled because Salisbury had debauched the 
agricuitural voters. The same thing bappened 
when Disraeli overthrew Gladstone. It was 
then said the Tories went into power on beer 
and came out on water. If they weat into of- 
fice this time on beer again, they were likely 
to come out on, dynamite. While the Irish 
were bravely fighting at Sebastobol to main- 
tain the British Government that same Gov- 
} ernment was evicting the parents of its 
valiant Irish soldiers from their homes, 
leaving them to starve and die on the road- 
side. English tenant farmers were 
being treated in the same way and beginning 
to emigrate in large numbers to America, with 
little feeling of love or loyalty to the Govern- 
ment that expatriates them. 

Jonn J. Pitagitibon made a lengthy address 
setting forth the merits of the Irish cause and 
congratulated the Home-Rulers ſu having won 
over to their side so many emineat English 
and Scotch statesmen, including Lord Dal- 
housie, Labouchére, John Morley, and, others. 
Michael Dayitt was the first to advocate the 
principie that to the tiller belonged the soil. 
That truth would yet be recognized, but more 
uncompromising leaders were needed than 
they now had, perbaps, to espouse the cause in 
whose success they were laboring. 

John F. Finerty was greeted with deafening 
cheers as he approached the platform. He 
was thankful to Gladstone for what he would 
have offered to the Irish people if he had not 
had traitors in his own camp. He was not 
sorry the bill was defeated. Ireland would 
have sold out cheaply indeed if it 
accepted such a bill as a finality. 
Such a Parliamentas Gladstone offered Ireland 
would be spurned by a Grattan and spit upon 
by an O'Connell, What they wanted was the 
restoration of all the conditions existing in the 
relations between the two countries in 1782, 
minus the House of Lords—not the trembling, 


ragged, red-nosed Parliament negotiated 
for by Parnell. Ireland wanted a dis 
tinct nationality and nothing less than 


that. In the late Parliamentary elec 
tion, as the speaker expected, the tyranny of 
the British nature asserted itself. It was not 
by soft artifices and moral persuasion that Eu- 
giand can be made to lift its heels from Ire- 
land's neck. It Salisbury were made Premier 
and introduced his twenty-year coercion bill 
tor Ireland Engiand would enter on a tragica! 
period, he feared. A challenge had been 
thrown down to the entire Irish race through- 
out the world by the last act of the British 


electors. After all that Irishmen had 
suffered in their cause they would 
not now surrender. If reason will 


did not prevail other arguments would be re- 
sorted to. They would make the heart of En- 
giand just as sore as Salisbury threatened to 
make the beart of Ireiand by his Coercion bill. 
He believed that Gladstone's prophecy would 
come true, and “the child unborn,” “as Glad- 
stone exclaimed, would rue the opportunity 
lost by England to do this justice to Ireland.“ 
They would continue to send funds to Parnell 
as long as it seemed a bopeful thing to do, but 
when that hope fails they canraise bigger 
tunds for other purposes than those of Parlia- 
mentary agitation. Their cause had been 80 
conducted as to win the support of the Amer- 
ican people, and this was itself a proud tri- 
umph, 
Meetings of Other Irish Organizations. 

The West End Land League met at the cor- 
ner of Wood and Van Buren streets yesterday 
afternoon, with W. J. MeGarigie in the chair. 
Four delegates were elected to the National 
League. The only speakers were M. P. Brady 
and William Fitzgerald. Said the former: 
What have we gained with the hundreds of 
thousands of doliars that has been sent across 
the water in behalt of Ireland? Nothing! And 
if we want to obtain any redress for Ireland 
from the British Government it must be 
obtained by fore. I do not believe 
in Parliamentary agitation, because I see that 
it is a waste of time and money. We must 
gain redress from such Saxon tyrants through 
the God of War.“ as it can never be gained 
through the God of Justice.“ No more 
prayers, but war, is What say. We bave been 
‘praying and protesting for 700 years, but to no 
pur pose, and I can see that the sword is the 
only means to be employed, and not Parlia- 
mentary agitation.”’ 
Mr. Fitzgerald saſd be had not lost taith in 
such men as Parnell, Davitt, Sullivan, and 
Others, and believed that more could be ac- 
complished by agitation than with the sword. 
The regular monthly meeting of the County

| ATLANTA MOISTENED. 


A REFRESHING OASIS IN THE GEORGIA 
PROHIBITION DESERT. 


The Kimball House Proprietors Find a Way 
to Evade the Law—Their Premises Filled 
with a Howling Crowd of Drinkers, Who 
Defy the Authorities—Tne Imbibers Hold 
the Fort Against the Police—The Prohi- 
bitionists Bitterly Chagrined. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 9.—[Cincinnati Enqutrer.] 
This has been a day of intense excitement 
among those interested in the prohibition 
question, owing to the open defiance of the 
law by the proprietors of the Kimball House. 
These gentlemen have been restive under the 
Prohibition law, and have announced their 
purpose of fighting it in every possible way. 
When prohibition went into effect, the Ist of 
July, it found several wholesale licenses out 
for dates in August, September, and October. 
The one in October was heid by M. J. Maovry, 
‘who did a small business in the suburbs. 
Yesterday morning the .Decatur street 
doors of the Kimball House were 
thrown open, and the public was in 
vited to enter. Within were several 
long tables, on which were placed as many 
huge beer-tanks, each attended by half a dozen 
waiters. It was announced that Scoville & 
Beerman had bought the license which Mabry 
held, and intended to sell beer, whisky, and 


In the rear end of the room were several hun- 
dred white pitchers, which would be filled on 
request. A door ied into an adjoining suite of 
rooms where stood about a dozen waiters, with 
tables laden with glass. As the glasses would 
be used the waiters would wash them and 
place tnem on the tables again. 

When the town boys caught onto the 

scheme—which was to secure a pitober, get it 
filled, ana then retire into another room—they 
gathered around the hotel by hundreds. Beer- 
kegs were emptied faster than they could be 
rolied to the hotel, drafts were made 
on the Wholesale houses, and a scene 
of hilarity never beiore witnessed in 
Atianta was presented. Until midnight 
the square in front of the improvised 
saloon was filled by men of all degrees anx- 
ious to drink, and taxing the*utmost powers of 
the waiters. Meantime consternation reigned 
in the Prohibition camp. Hurried mectings 
were held and the officers were called upon. 
It was decided that the business should be 
broken up at ali bazards. This morning tho 
scenes of yesterday were exceeded. Promi- 
nent businese-men, as well as town boys, 
crowded the rooms. 
_ While this was going on the crowd was grow- 
ing furious. They were maddened by the in- 
terferenee of the police with private business, 
When, at last, a large posse of police were 
marched around and stationed at all the doors, 
the indignation became deep. Calls were 
made for the authority upon which this seiz- 
ure of property was made. If but one man 
bad spoken the word there would have been a 
riot. Curses were freely uttered against the 
officers, and especially against Policeman 
Jumbo Hunter, who had made bimself particu- 
larly obnoxious by his disposition. 

At noon the Prohibition leaders, the Mayor, 
the Police Commission, and the Chief of Police 
decided that steps should at once be taken. 
The ground of action was that, while the 
license was good, it could not be legally trans- 
ferred, and that, therefore, the sales of liquor 
in the Kimball House were without license. 
Police Commissioner Martin and Chief of Po- 
lice Connally entered the barroom amid a 
howling crowd of over 500 drinkers. The pro- 
prietors were notified to cease their sales. This 
they refused todo, The police then proceeded 
to arrest the waiters one by one as they held 
vut liquor. Their places were as rapidly filled 
by the proprietors. 

Messrs. Scoville & Beerman meantime basti 
ly appeared before Judge Richara H. Clarke 
and secured from him an injunction against 
the city officers, returnable the 17th, restrain- 
ing them from in any manner interfering with 
the business of the Kimball House. As the 
news was announced to the crowd, and the 
policemen away, a shout of triumph went 
up, foliow. by a rusb upon the pitchers. At 
this moment (11 p. m.) the rooms are filled by 
drinking men, while many are on the outside, 
unable to gain admission. The Prohibitionists 
are bitterly chagrined at Judge Clarke for the 
length of time he has given the liquor sellers. 


WHOLESALE PRICE OF DRUGS. 


A Reduction of One-third Since 1883—Retall 
Buyers Scarcely Benefited. 

New York Evening Post: It is estimated by 
experts that the average price of drugs has 
fallen within the last three years fully one- 
third. In éome special instances the cause for 
the decline is apparent; in Cthers, authorities 
differ. In the case of quinine free-traders 
will, of course, attribute to the change in the 
tariff law which put it on the free list the re- 
duction from $3 an ounce in 188y to 52 cents at 
present. But in opium the course of prices 
bas been similar, the ruling quotation of 1880 
being $4.75 a pound, against $1.75 today. In 
the case of quinine, the supply bas been vastly 
increased of late years by the cultivation 
of the cinchbona tree in Ceylon ana Java and 
the production of a richer bark; a bark yield- 
ing 2 per cent was formerly considered mer- 
cbantable, whereas the present average yield 
is more than double that. The production has 
doubled, while the demand bas remained the 
same. The present price returns so poor a 
profit to the growers of the bark that many 
plantations have been destroyed during the 
last year to make way for tea or other culture. 
-Opium varies in price according to the strin- 
gency of laws against its importation or use in 
various countries, the American market being 
at present so overstocked that a lot was re- 
centiy sold at less than $1.75 a pound which 
cost $4 not more than a year ago.

Where no price for 1886 is quoted there has 
been no marked change. The rise in the price 
of gum arabic is, of course, due to the disturb- 
ances in North Africa of the last two years. 

It may bave been supposed that the * cut- 
rate’ busimess done so largely by some retail 
drugwzists has had an effect on wholesaie prices, 
but wholesale dealers deny it. A member of 
the firm of McKesson & Robbins said today 
that the low prices were more probably due to 
siack demand arising from the general business 
policy of buying only what was absolutely 
necessary. Retailers refuse to buy in quantity, 
and the importers with large stocks suffer. 
So tar as wholesale dealers know the action of 
several large retail shops in reducing prices 
bas not affected the average price charged in 
other shops, unless in patent medicines; where 
there is no fixed price and can never be a fixed 
price—for prescriptions—the charges are 
about the same as formerly, the first cost of

For this reason the fall in tne wholesale price 
of drugs does not necessarily mean a reduction 
in retail druggists’ prices. )

| NEW DANGER IN DENTISTRY, 


A Serious Explesion in the Shop of a Phila- 
delphia Operator. 

Philadelphia Times: Mrs. Josie K Weakley 
of No. 1261 Fleetwood avenue went to Segers’ 
dental rooms, No. 931 Aron street, to have some- 
thing done to one of her teeth. She was 
brdly seated in the dentist chair when there 
came a terrific explosion, which badly bruised 
the patient and ruined ner clothing, trigutened 
the dentist nearly out of bis wits, and made a 
wreck of the room. When the doctor and bis 
patient had recovered from the shock, it was 
discovered that a machine in the room called 
a vulcanizer had exploded. Ine report was 
like the bursting of acannon, and the. havoc 
nearly as great. 

it was the most frightful experience I ever 
had,“ Mre. Weakley said y rday, ‘‘and my 
shoulders and limbs are bl and blue from 
the bruises I received. I shall enter suit 
against the party or parties to blame unless 
reparation is made today for my injuries and 
the loss of my clothing, which is entirely 
ruined. It was a miracie that I was not killed, 

As soon as I recovered from the shock I 
discovered that I had been struck in several 
places by filymg missiles, and was literally 
covered with ink, a large bottie of which had 
beep scattered in the wreck. At the time of 
the explosion I was in the operating chair and 
Mr. Segers not three feet from me. As soon 
as I was sufficientiy composed be called a 
coupé and I was drivento my home.” Mrs. 
Weakley, who is an attractive woman of per 
haps 30, with a fine physique, bad not fully re- 
covered from the nervous shock produced by 
the explosion and said, jaughingly, she didn’t 
think she ever would. 

An bour later a reporter for the Times 
called at No. 981 Arch street, and on inquiring 
for Mr. Segers’ dental rooms, was shown to 
the back rooms of the second story. Mrs. 
Weakley was in the operating-room with the 
doctor talking over the startling episode. : 

As the reporter entered both directed his at- 
tention to the scars on the walis, ceilings, 
doors, and furniture that told of the explo- 
slon's work. A panel of one door was driven 
coupietely out and in another an articulator 
with a cast of a set of teeth was indented so 


dressing-case was smashed to atoms and the 
headboard ofa bed split and otherwise dis- 
figured. On the wali, immediately alongside 
of the bed, was an abrasion several inches long 
and nhalt an inch deep, made by a piece of iron 
and brass, while in the ceiling overhead a hole 
two inches in diameter jammed in as if a huge 
weight had descended was cut clean through. 
One of the heavy window-sills was torn UD as 
though lifted out of place with a crowbar, 
and the lid of a large trunk was upon it. Ink 
was spattered in every direction, and the fixt- 
ures of the room were all more or less de- 
taced. The windows were up at the time of 
the explosion, and much of its force was 
spent on the wails of the buildings to the 
rear. These walls show a dozen inden- 
tations that indicate the vicience with 
which they were struck. Bricks are torn out 
in several places twenty feet distant from the 
room where the accident occurred, and in 
other cases there are deep gashes in the walls 
made by the flying débris. Mrs. Weakley re- 
peatediy remarked: It was miracuious that 
Mr. Segers and myself escaped with our lives, 
as we were in the very midst of it.“ 

The dentist, who still acted and talked ner- 
vously. was asked to explain the occurrence. 
He sald: A few minutes before I began work 
on Mrs. Weakley's tooth I touched a match to 
the gas stove under the vulcanizer, which sat 
in the open window afew feet from the operat- 
ing chair. This heats the water in the cylinder 
that generates the steam for use in another 
connécting one of equal size. These cylinders 
are of brass, about six inches in diameter and 
nine inches high. We vulcanize at about 120 
pounds of steam pressure, or 345° Fahrenheit. 
Noticmg while at work on Mrs. Weakley’s 
tooth that the pressure had reached 120 pounds, 
1 turned the gas down very low, but, never- 
theless, in a few minutes heard the fearful ex- 
plosion, and was stunned by the violent concus- 
sion. The only explanation of the explosion 
that I can offer is that these vulcanizers gen- 
erate steam very fast, and, having no safety 
valve, are liable to such accidents as this.“ 

The reporter was then shown pieces of the 
wrecked machine. The gas-stove attachment 
was of cast-iron and the cylinders of brass 
about a sixth of an inch thick. It was pieces 
of the exploded cylinders that were driven 
with the most destructive force and which 
shivered the mirror, tore through the ceiling, 
gashed the brick walls, and shattered the 
doors and window-silis. From their size and 
the force with which tbey were hurled by the 
explosion there is no doubt that if any of 
them had struck either of the persons in the 
room in a vital part the injury must have been 
fatal. 

The proivcssional card of the dentist in 
whose rooms the accident occurred reads as 
tollows: M. Pastor Segers, U. D. D. S., At- 
taché ef the Chilian Leuation.“ He is a Chil- 
ian and speaks English imperfectly. As the 
reporter withdrew yesterday the doctor and 
his tair patron were discussing the matter of 
damages and who was to be heid responsible. 
Mrs. Weakley insisted that she had, to say the 
least, a just claim against some one for her 
valuable clothing ruined in the accident, while 
Mr. Segers thought that the manufacturer of 
the vulcanizer was liable for all injuries and 
damages resulting from the explosion. 


ROYAL LETTERS. 


Written by James I., Anne of Denmark, and 
Prince Charles. 

A blue book recently published in England 

records the researches of the Rev. Mr. Macray, 


rector of Duckimgton, in Oxfordshire, who 
bas ransacked the royal archives at Copen- 
hagen and has sent home transcripts or précis 
of ali the corrrespondence relating to the period 
of James I. of Engiand, and of bis son Prince 
Charles, afterward to be the martyr King. It 
forms, or might form, a curious drama of 
court life, of which the principal characters 
are aseifish husband, a bored and victimized 
wife, and a spirited son who may have his own 
reasons for wishing to get away from both of 
them and to see the world. The wife of James 
was sister to Christian IV. of Denmark; and 
father, mother, and son wrote freely to their 
illustrious relation, though evidently without 
showing each other their notes. 

James writes oftenest. He ds always beg- 
ging for presents, and especially for hawks, 
falcons, or deer from Iceland or from Malmo. 
The 17th of May, 1608, he sends word that some 
seventeen stags are safely to hand in spite of 
the hard winter and the long voyage. He 
hopes Christian will send the same number of 
does next year. Gratitude with bonest Jamie 
is emphatically a lively sense of favors still to 
come. At another time, while returning thanks 
for wore hawks, be assures his brother-ia-law 
that sucn gifts are not needed to keep alive his 
love. Christian goes on sending the hawks all 
the same. In one letter of particular interest 
James ciaims Greenland of Denmark by right 
of English \ discovery, and puts in original log- 
books of vis and others in proof. The claim 
appears to have been allowed, for later on the 
English monarch is grauting permits to Danish 
subjects tor the Greenland fishery. It is a 
return of pure good for evil on the part of 
Denmark, who, ever since the time of James 
III. of Scotland. bas vainly petitioned the re- 
turn of the Orkneys, pledged to that monarch 
by Christian I. for a temporary loan. The 
money has been offered over and over again 
by successive embassies, but the greedy pawn- 
broker still clings to the pledge. The majesty 
of Denmark has nothing to show for bis isi- 
ands but a pawn ticket, if even that. a 

Christian IV. must have had bis own opinion 
of his brother-in-law; and the confidential let- 
ters of his sister, Anne of Denmark, may bave 
belped him to form it. Yet these are signifi- 
cant less by what they say than by what they 
evidently leave unsaid. As the official editor 
observes, they seem to show that the 
Queen’s heart was more in Denmark 
than in Eugland, and that the melancholy 
which clouded ner later years was silowis 
advancing at an earlier period. Her 
brother’s concern in her solitary and silent ex- 
istence is shown in a letter written in the very 
mooth of her death. As a rule, whether at 
Holy Rood or at Weithaeil, she writes ou indif- 
ferent topics, as though ucwilling to complain. 


Lenmark—wil] the King look after nim? Capt.

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


he Rev. Mr. Blackwell Sets Forth What 
He Believes to Be Its Good and Bad 
Potnts—A Self-Denying Priesth and a 
Recognition of the P and 


Cursing. : 2 
“The Roman Catholic Church was the sub- 
gect chosen by the Rev. C. S. Blackwell of the 
Central Christian Church for his discourse last 
nicht, which was the first of a series of Sunday 
lectures on the leading denominations. 


He said that he proposed to view the subject 
from an unprejugicea standpoint and with a 
mind free from bigotry. The present age, he 
remarked, was one of analysis, and people 
were inclined to inquire into the merits of any 
particular religion far more closely than in 
olden times.. Historicaily the Koman Catnolic 
Church had the oldest organization, Dut he de- 
nied ite claim of antiquity—that it could trace 
its organization back to Christ and the aposties; 
it was not possible to trace it back to a more 
remote period than 300 years after the life of 


Christ. The points wherein thejCatbolic Church - 


conformed to the soriptures were the di- 
vinity of Christ and the atonement. 
Its pre@minence in many things, when con- 
trasted with other denominations, was unde- 
niable. One of these- was in the matter of 
charity. It was preéminently distinctive in 
this. It put to shame every other church in 
this respect, with the exception, perhaps, of 
the Moravians, and its calm recognition of the 
poor and the common interest it had in them 
made it apostolic in this respect alone, if in no

THE COUNLY HOSPITAL. 


It Is Overcrowded Now and Will Be Worse 
Crowded When Winter Comes—New Pa- 
vilions Needed and No Money to Build 
Them With—Patients Will Have to Be 
Put on the Floor. 

It can be plainly demonstrated to any one 


who will walk through the County Hospital in 


company with Warden McGarigie that that 
institution is now frightfully overcrowded, and 
yet this is a slack season of the year. The 
number of patients at present is about 600, and 
there are accommodations for only 450. In con- 
structing the hospital the scientific principle was 
aid down that each patieat should bave about 
2,000 cubic feet of air space. In order to se- 
cure this for 450 patients even, three wards, 
Nos. 1, 2, and 17, were pressed into service, 
while it was never intended that there should 
be any general patients in them, and whenever 
a case of scariet-fever or other disease necess!- 
tating isolation arises the doctors are com- 
pelled to use a ward which has been fitted up 
in the second story of the morgue. Without 
any great inconveniences or violation of the 
original rule of space, forty beds can be 
placed in each one of the three wards of the 
present building, but at present every 
one olf these, as well as Nos. and 
2. has all the way from (fifty to 
sixty patients in it. There are no sick 
or convalescent patients sleeping on the floor 
now, but during the winter months matresses 
have been put down in the alcoves of many of 
the windows for them, and the capacity of the 
wards is forced up to seventy-five or eighty 
patients. The crowded condition of the place 
is no new thing, for the attention of the Board 
of County Commissioners was called to it by a 
resolution of the medical staff presented last 
winter. I: often becomes necessary to fumi- 
gate an entire pavilion, or four or five wards at 
one time, and when they are full in winter the 
operation cannot be safely gone through with 
without Ganger to the inmates, for the 
reason every one of them must be moved 
out for some time. There isn’t a vacant 
piace in the building where they can be taken 
except the corridors. In summer they can 
safely be taken there, but in winter such a 
thing is out of the question. The pavilions 
must be fumigated ordinarily two or three 
times a year, and always after a contagious in- 
fection or septic disease has originated in any 
of the wards. 

Besides the inconvenience tothe patients 
there is a growing demand for room for the 
help, as some of the girls now employed there 
are forced to sleep six in a room. The store- 
rooms are also so crowded that they cannot at 
present be kept in decent order. The physi- 
cians also insist that provision should be made 
at once forgiving the patients Turkish, steam, 
and medicated baths. The bath-rooms con- 
nected with the different wards are probably 
sufficient, but there are but two bath-rooms 
connected with the reception-room, one each 
for men and women, and on a great many oc- 
casions these are found utterly inadequate. 

arden McGangie is of the opinion that 
two new pavilions should be built at once. 
The original plans for the buildings included 
four pavilions, 150x60 feet, of three wards 
each, which have not yet been erected, two on 
the Lincoln street side, south of the office 
building, and two on the Wood street side. 
Those to the west will probabiy be the first 
ones erected. If they can be put up this sea- 
son it will give the hospital room for 240 more 
beds, which will reiieve the present wards of 
their 150 extra patients and give room fur the 
rush that always comes with cold weather. 
He did not know ot any way to put these 
buildings up in the present dilapidated condi- 
tion of the County Treasury, unless the board 
would simply take the bull by the horns. He 
felt sure that the contracts could be let without 
trouble and the work completed without the 
necessary funds in band, for contractors could 
be found wülm to do the work and take 
county warrants for their pay, comimg in on 
an equal basis with the other creditors of the 
county. 

Several reasons are assigned for the rapid 
increase in the number of patients accommo 
dated at the hospital. Ten years ago, when 
the first two pavilions were erected, it was 
thought that they would answer all purposes

The census of Englewood, which has just 
been completed by the educational authorities 
of District No. 10, contains some interesting 
statistics. The total population of the district 
is 12,245 persons. Of these 2,380 are between 
the ages of 6 and 16 years. ‘The males over 21 
number 2,450 and the females 2,549, or a total 
of 5,053. There are 1,582 males and 1,769 fe- 
males of school age, or a total of 3,351. Thére 
are eleven schoois in the district, all graded, 
with fifty rooms, and 110 months were taught 
last year. There are 1,271 male and 1.420 fe- 
male pupils, or total of 2,691, enrolied. Five 
male and fifty temale teachers are employed.

Six cases of 
illiteracy are reported, the causes being negli- 
gence of parents and in one case feeble mind. 
There were thirteen cnildren in the district 
between the ages of 8 and 14 who did not at- 
tend school last year twelve weeks altogether. 

The census of School District No. 2 shows a 
total population of 27.037 persons. There are 
6,334 males and 6,250 femaies, or a total of 
12,584 persons, over 21 years of age. There 
are 7,421 persons of school age, 3,768 being 
males and 3,653 females: There are nine graded 
and one ungraded schools, with a total of 
eighty-four rooms. The total enroliment of 
pupils is 4,757. Of these 2.280 males and 2,451 
females are in the graded schools, and 34 males 
and = cig in the ungraded.

The crop report for July 1 of the National 
Department ot Agriculture places the general 
average of corn at 95, against 94 last year, and 
96in 1884. The averages of the following 
States are: New York, 92; Pennsylvania, 88; 
Virginia, 93; Georgia, 92; Texas, 82; Ken- 
tacky, 91; Onio, 93; Indiana, 95; Michigan, 
96: Lilinois, 97; Missouri, 101; Kansas, 102; 
Nebraska, 95; Iowa, 99. The average of win- 
ter wheat bas declined from 92.7 to 91.2. New 
York reports a decline of 4 points; Penasylva- 
nia, 2; Kentucky, 2: Michigan, 6; Missouri, 1: 
Kansas, 3; Ohio and Indiana remains as in 


June, and Iumois gains 1 point. The condi- 


tion of spring wheat has declined from 98 in 
June to 83, in consequence of high tempera- 
ture, drying winds, and lack of rain. In the 
principal States the decline bas been: Wis- 
consin, from 97 to 75; Minnesota, 99 to 78 
Iowa, 100 to 90; Nebraska, 97 to 83; and Da- 
kota, from 99 to 85.
